om anti-aircraft weapons during the United States aeriai reconnaissance. 
Assumption that all strategic air defense weapons were still in Soviet hands 
was expressed. The hope that the Cubars would aiso be inciuded in the 
"stand down® or in any event would withhold fire was expressed. 


3. Parther discussicas touched briefly on the following items:

(a) ‘The possibility ef any inspection either during or following 
the weapons removal was considered doubtful. In this comnection it was 
reported that Mr. Kusnetszov had asserted most clearly to Ambassador 
Stevenson that the disrantling of the missiles was going ahead. 


(Ὁ) Point was made by Mr. Gilpatrick that our aerial reconmma‘ssance 
must continue toe be conducted at both high and icw level and that the latest 
photographs have proved inconclusive insofar as refiecting any progress in 
the dismantling of the missile bases. The thought was expressed that tre 
progress of the dismantling might have been slowest due to the lack of 
enthusiasm on the part of the Soviet commanders and their troops and the, 
desire on their part to conduct this operation discreetly_in order to 
conceal it as much as possible from the Cuban people. . 


τς €e) The point wes nade that it is considered in the US inturest 
to avoid any early meeting of the Security Council so as to not inflane 
the situation further with the announcement of the lack of success of the 
Secretary General's mission. The thought that a written report to the 
᾿ Security Council by the Secretary General might suffice to avoid ths 
necessity of holding ΕἾ public meeting as expressed.

To The 4:00 visit of Mr. NeCloy to Mr. Kusnetsov was discussed end it 
was concluded that it was appropriate for the Russians to ca informed either 
privately or publicly that the US was resuming the reconnaissance flights 
tomorrow and that any incident involving these flights would create a nost 
serious situation. - we: °
